firm, 
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frm, That there lies wonderfull 
Efficacy and rare Vertue ia Num- 
bers. Severinus Boethizs ſaith, that 
all things which were firſt made 
by the nature of things in the firſt 
Age, ſeem to be formed by pro- 
portion of Numbers for this was 
the principall pattern in the mind 
of the Creator, Hence is bc”»+ 
rowed the number of Elements, 
hence the courfes of Times, hence 
the motion of the Stars, and the 
revolution of the Heaven and the 
ſtate of all things ſubſiſt by the 
uniting together of Numbers ; 
which are therefore endowed 
with great and ſublime vertues. 
All ſpecies of natural and ſuper- 
natural things are joined together 
by certaine Numbers 3 which 
made Pythagoras ſay, that Num- 
ber is that by which all things 
conlilt, ee. 

If there be (9 many great and 
- occult vertaes in natural things of 
maniſeſt 
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manifeſt operations, It is no won- 
der that there ſhould be in Num- 
bers much Greater and more oc- 
cult, and alſo more wonderfull 
and efficacious 53 Foraſmuch as 
they are more formall, more per- 
fet and naturally in the celeſtials, 
not mixt with ſeparated ſub - 
ſtances 3 but having the greateſt 
and moſt (imple commixioa with 
the Idz1's in the miad of God, 
from which they receive their 
proper and moſt efficacious ver- 
tuesz; and ſo are of moſt force 
and conduce moſt to the obtai- 
ning of ſpiritual and divine Gifts. 
Proclys ſaith, that number hath 
alwaies a being : yet there is ſe- 
veral forts of Natures of Num« 
bers3 there 15 one in voice, ano- 
ther 1n the proportion cf them, 
another in the Soul and Reaſon, 
and another in Divine things.

Hic ſapientia ejt, qui babet intclle- 
dam computet numerum beſtie, nu 
mers enim hominis eſt, He 
which. hath underſtandiog let 
him compute the number of the 
name of the Beaſt, which is the 
pumber of a man; And this 
was the moſt famous manner of 
computing amongſt the Hebrews 
and Cabalifisz and happily may 
beat this day 1a theſe times, a 
more certain way and courſe for 
con jefurall ' calculations, then 
many, yea moſt of our late A- 
ſtrologers have found our, at leſt 
expoſed to publick teſt 53 whoſe 
miſerable miſtakes and groſle 
Errors, have ſomewhat impea.
